In making the valuations public 
Assessor Jacobs pointed out that 
the tax bill is based on the levies 
of the local governmental bodies as 
well as the assessments. 
Only if 
levies are maintained at the pres­ 
ent level and in many cases reduced 
will the reduction in the assess­ 
ments bring a corresponding re­ 
duction in the tax bills, he said. 
“ Most levies are so drawn that

fice of the assessor has done its 
work for tile burdened real estate 
taxpayer.

farm chickens a source of welcome respectively, than Cook county 
cash income this fall, but hundreds ' 
of flock owmers w ill be puzzled and 
complaining because they are not 
getting any eggs, says H. H. Alp, 
poultry extension specialist of the 
College of Agriculture, University 
of Illinois. 
There are many reasons why 
hens don’t lay, but one thing is cer­ 
tain, according to Alp. 
More at­ 
tention could be given to better 
management on many farms where 
egg production is low’. 
“Probably the most common rea­ 
son for unthrifty birds that will lay 
poorly this fall will be wmrms. In 
the case of infested flocks it wrould 
be advisable to treat the birds and 
then confine thorn to clean Quarters 
to prevent a re infestation. Preven­ 
tion of intestinal worms in chickens 
is covered in the college’s circular' 
No. 344, which makes reference to 
the use of common lye for this pur­ 
pose. 
“Hens won’t lay their best unless 
their houses are kept clean, free 
from lice and mites, wail ventilated 
and not overcrowded. Four square 
feet a bird is best for good results. 
“There also should bo plenty of 
feed hopper space. 
Hoppers ten 
feet long winch permit feeding 
from both sides will provide enough 
hopper space for IOO birds. Plans 
for home-made feeders are given 
in the college’s circular No. 333 on 
poultry farm equipment. 
Plenty 
of fresh drinking water also is im­ 
portant. 
“It should be an easy matter to 
get a good feed mixture or ration 
that will produce eggs. A number 
of suitable mash mixtures which, 
for the most pait, can be made from 
home-grown grains are given in 
the college’s circular No. 275 on 
feeding for egg production.

of many mash mixtures that may 
be used can be made from 200 
pounds ground yellow’ corn, IOO 
pounds ground wheat.
